Bids To Be Opened 
Dec. 10 By Morgan 
Co. Fiscal Court 


Monitor Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion’s drilling contractor goi 
the derriek of their rotary rig 
set up Tuesday on the Fred 
Ison lease near Moon in north¬ 
east Morgan County, and they 
expect to start making hole in 
a few days. 

Muddy access roads to the 
well site has delayed the start 
of drilling in the deep test. 
But all the equipment has been 
brought in from Elliott County 
and is near the site ready to be 
assembled and put into opera¬ 
tion. 

The well is Monitor’s second 
deep-test in this area. The 
firm’s first test, drilled in east¬ 
ern Elliott on a farm-out agree 
ment with Ashland Oil, Pennz- 
oil and Sun, hit basement at 
9,700 feet, and is producing a 
good flow of oil from the Toms- 
town section of the Rome at 
7,900 feet and giant flow of 
gas from the St. Peter at 4,600 
feet. The gas is shut in await 
ing the building of a pipeline. 

The Elliott well is on the 
farm of Cecil Ison at Stevens 
postoffice on Little FYirk in an 
area where Ashland Pennzoil 
and Sun each havee consider¬ 
able acreage. 

And since coming to Kentuc¬ 
ky, Monitor has picked up con 
siderable acreage in thee near¬ 
by western section of Lawrence 
County, and has contracted with 
Curt Thacker, Louisa drilling 
contractor, to test the acreage. 

Meanwhile, all the major 
companies are interested in the 
exploratory work of Monitor in 
the three-county Elliotf-Mor- 
gan-Lawrenec area. And the 
deep test to be sunk in north¬ 
east Morgan is causing unusual 
speculation. It is within the 
corner formed by the Irvine- 
Paint Fault running east and 
west and the Paint Creek Uplift 
running north and south, and 
hopefully, on the curve of the 
Pre Cambrian Trough coming 
south from along the Ohio-West 
Virginia border into East en- 
tucky and turning west in Mor¬ 
gan going on into Menifee. 

The Pre Cambrian has pro¬ 
duced some big gas wells in 
eastern Ohio along the Pennsyl. 
vania and West Virginia bor¬ 
der.

The Morgan County Fiscal 
Court was authorized Friday to 
advertise for bids for the con¬ 
struction of the long-awaited 
West Liberty area hospital. The 
advertisement for bids appears 
elsewhere in this edition. 

County Judge Gene Allen said 
he received the go-ahead to ad¬ 
vertise for bids from Donald 
B. Shelton, Architect, Lexing¬ 
ton, the firm which prepared 
engineering plans for the 50- 
bed facility. 

Authorization to advertise for 
bids means plans for the hos¬ 
pital have received final approv¬ 
al of state and federal hoabh 
officials and federal funding 
agencies. 

Sealed bids for construction of 
the hospital are now being re¬ 
ceived by the Morgan Fiscal 
Court and bids will be opened 
Thursday, Dec. 10. Estimated 
cost of the two-story hospital is 
just under SI.5 million. 

Construction costs will be fin¬ 
anced with a $591,667 Hill-Bur¬ 
ton grant from the Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare, a $464,000 grant from the 
Appalachian Regional Comralr 
sion, and a S425.000 local bond 
issue approved by voters in 1963. 

Judge Allen said that weath¬ 
er permitting, construction of 
the hospital on a previously- 
purchased site on Wells Hill 
may begin within two months. 

The area hospital will serve 
Morgan, Elliott. Wolfe. Menifee, 
Rowan, aarl Magoffin Counties 
and will have 20 beds for care 
of acutely ill patients and 30 
beds for extended care of con¬ 
valescing patients.

The Devils’ second TD came 
eai (.■ in the final period when 
Cline scored on a keeper from 
the 4-yard' line. This drive 
covered 73 yards and was 
'highlighted by a 33 yard jaunt 
By fullback Mik.> L iteral, who 
took a screen pass from Cline 
and drove to the Flemmgs- 
burg 54-yard 1 line. 

Flemingsburg threaten¬ 
ed again, driving to the Blue 
Devil 27-yard line. But the 
Devil line dug in, foiveri a 
fumble, and recovered the 
football. Cline immediately 
shot a pass to Brown, who 
hauled it in on his own 33 
yajd line. Mike LRteral took 
a han<|off from Cline arid 
banged his wify to the 45- 
yard line. Chr.e then shot a 
pass to Risner who carried 
to the Flemingsburg 40. and' 
one play later Chne nailed 
Risner with another pass and 
the workhorse halfback drove 
to the 12-vard line to set up 
the Devils’ final TD which 
came on the next play when 
Cline scored on a keeper. 

With only two minutes to 
play, the Devils attempted an 
nrwslides kick, but the ball 
went out °f bounds and Fle¬ 
mingsburg ran out the clock 
to end their sea.sGn with a 
7-4 record. It was the Devils’ 
sixth loss, against five wins. 


Coach Marty Joyce's Mor¬ 
gan High Blue Devils lost 
their final grid game of the 
sea-on at Flemingsburg Fri¬ 
day night, 26-20. but not before 
capturing their share of the 
glory in a hard-fought game 
of catch-up football which 
almost succeeded. 

The Blue Devils got into 
trouble early when they fail¬ 
ed t° capitalize on two sus¬ 
tained drives in the first per¬ 
iod, one of which ended on 
the Flemingsburg five yard 
line, the other on the 10-yard 
line. Flemingsburg fullback 
George Clark, his team’s top 
ground gainer, compounded the 
Devils’ problems in the se¬ 
cond period when he scored 
from 16 yards out. And later, 
Flemingsburg scored again on 
a 22-yard pass play to make 
the score at the half, Flemings¬ 
burg 12. Morgan County 0. 

After taking the second half 
kickoff on their own 15-yard 
line, the Devils roared 95 yards 
i!n eight plays to score their 
first TD. Halfback Terry Ris¬ 
ner got the drive going with 
a sweep to the Blue Devil 21- 
yard line and ended it with 
a 15-yard jaunt into the Fle¬ 
mingsburg end zone. In be¬ 
tween trine, quarterback Ed- 
sel Cline hit end Jeffery Brown 
on a 20-yqrd pass play and 
tossed to Risner who chugged 
to the Flemingsburg 45. On the 
next play, Risner carried to 
the Flemingsburg 30 on a 
power sweep. A 15-}verd face 
guard penalty against Flemings¬ 
burg put the ball on' the 15- 
yard line and Risner, in a 
fine second effort, shook off 
a bevy of taekjers to score 
the TD on th? next pl^y. Cline 
tossed to Brown ini the end 
zone for a two-point conver¬ 
sion to make the score 12-3. 

But the Blue Devils’ nemesis 
was Flemingsburg’s hard driv¬ 
ing, 210-lb. fullback, George 
Clark, who during the even¬ 
ing scored three TD’s and cau¬ 
ght a pas® for a two point 
conversion. On the next series 
of downs, with Clark doing 
most of the running, Flemings¬ 
burg drove 64 yards in 12 plays 
and Clark scored his second 
TD to put his team ahead 
18-8. 

A pass interception' on Mor-i 
gan’s next series of downs 
set up Flemingsburg’s last TD 
as moments later Clark scored 
up the middle, then hauled in 
a pass on the conversion at¬ 
tempt to make the score 26-8. 

Though unable to overcome 
the deficit, the Morgan lads 
dominated the fourth quarter 
as quarterback Chne took to 
the aiir for big yardage and 
two TD's.

And black 
walnut trees bring unbeliev¬ 
able prices when sold for lum¬ 
ber and veneer Walnut trees 
mature in about 35 years.

35 Counties Would 
Include Elliott, 

Morgan and Wolfe 

SLADE, Ky. — Gov. Louie B 
Nunn announced a proposal 
Friday to have 35 east-central 
counties in Kentucky proclaim¬ 
ed a national recreation area. 

He told tne Natural Bridge 
Association at Natural Bridge 
State Park that th^ proposal 
would be submitted to the L T .S. 
Senate on Monday by stale Na¬ 
tural Resources Commissioner 
James Shropshire. 

The outer rim of the area 
would be comprised of Owen. 
Franklin, Anderson, Mercer, 
Boyle, Lincoln, Rockcastle, La¬ 
urel, Jackson, Owsley, Breath¬ 
itt, Magoffin, Morgan, Elliott, 
Rowan, Fleming, Nicholas, and 
Harrison counties. 

Nunn noted that the Daniel 
Boone National Forest traverses 
the area from north and south 
and it encompasses “both the 
foothills and the famed Ken¬ 
tucky Bluegrass.” 

Nature endowed the area with 
such advjitagcs that “It was 
prized by the Indians as a vaca¬ 
tion ground even during their 
days,” Nunn said. 

“The conquest of the wilder¬ 
ness comprises one of the most 
colorful and significant periods 
in American history,” Nunn 
said, “a history that was made 


here and is still marked all 
through these 35 counties, from 
pre-Revolutionary times, pioneer 
days and the days of Lincoln 
and the Civil War itself almost 
down to the very present. 

“These historical places, the 
natural and man-made beauty 
of the land, the opportunities 
for recreation of all kinds, add 
up to an endless variety of 
things to do and see.” 

Nunn also noted that U. S. 
Secretary of Interior Walter 
Hickell already has proposed 14 
national recreation areas, “all 
of which are closer to so-called 
mass centers of population than 
ours.” The areas are to be des¬ 
ignated by the Senate.

supplier does not complete his 
portion of the form (Part II), an 
itemized bill must accompany 
the “Request for Medicare Pay¬ 
ment.” Either the itemized bill 
or Part 11 of the claim form 
must show the date, place, and 
description of each service and 
the charge for each service. 

Thompson said that anyone 
needing claim forms for Med¬ 
icare medical insurance or re¬ 
lated information should call 
the Ashland social security of¬ 
fice. The telephone number is 
325-7666. 

Medicare medical insurance 
is the voluntary part of Medi¬ 
care. It is available to almost 
everyone 65 or older and helps 
pay for doctors’ services and 
certain other health care serv¬ 
ices. Financed by individual 
premiums and matching Gov¬ 
ernment funds, it pays 80 per¬ 
cent of reasonable charges a- 
bove the $50 annual deductible 
for covered medical services. 


December 31, 1970, is the 
deadline for filing Medicare 
medical insurance claims for 
services received October 1, 

1968, through September 30, 

1969, according to Thomas B. 
Thompson, social security dis¬ 
trict manager in Ashland. 

“Under the law, Medicare can 
pay your medical insurance 
claim only within a certain 
time after treatment or other 
service. If you have Medicare 
medical insurance and received 
covered services during the per¬ 
iod of October 1, 1968, through 
September 30, 1969, claims 

must be filed before the end of 
this year,” Thompson said. “Af¬ 
ter December 31, 1970, Medi 
care cannot pay on these bills.” 

Thompson said that a com¬ 
pleted “Request for Medicare 
Payment” form should be sent 
to Medicare, Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, 1218 llai- 
rodsburg Road, Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky 40504.

SUPPLEMENTS, MINERALS and

QUICKSAND, Ky.—When the 
“melancholy days” of autumn 
have come and all other flow¬ 
ers have succumbed to the rav- 
aeges of frost, that hardy gold¬ 
en flower of ancient Oriental 
legend, the chrysanthemum, 
still persists in varied hues to 
grace the earth with its beauty. 

This is particularly true at 
Robinson Substation here where 
each year, UK horticulturist, 
Robert L. Shepherd, supervises 
production of many varieties of 
this lovely fall-blooming flower 

Attached to the chrysanthe 
mum, which has become a sym¬ 
bol of perfection, is a delightful 
old Oriental folk tale that adds 
to its interest. As the legend 
goes, just outside a little village 
in Persia, there once lived an 
old sage to whom, when prob¬ 
lems arose, everyone went for 
advice. 

But one day wnen a group of 
troubled villagers went to sec 
the old man, they found him 
gone. On a table in his hut, 
however, they found a bowl of 
seed and a note which read: 
“Wisdam is a glorious thing; 
perfection a joy to behold.” 

Somewhat mystified by the 
note and the disappearance of 
their friend and counselor, the 
villagers took the seed back to 
their homes and planted them. 
Next autumn hundreds of bright 
flowers resulted from the seeds 
—flowers with golden petals 
numerous as the bits of wisdom 
that had been dispensed by the 
old sage. Noting also that the 
symmetry of the flower was a 
picture of perfection, the villag¬ 
ers then realized the meaning 
of the note. 

The name, “chrysanthemum,” 
comes from the Greek and 
means “golden flower.” It is a 
member of the Composite fam¬ 
ily of plants, proably originated 
in China, and is the national 
flower and imperial emblem of 
Japan where it is said that each 
October a festival is held in its 
honor. 


This public holiday is mark¬ 
ed by magnificient flower shows 
and a Feast of Chiysanthemums i 
called “kiku-no-sakku.” At this 
feast the gift of a long life is 
supposedly conferred upon all 
by sprinkling chrysanthemum 
leaves upon the tables where 
the food is served. 

As the experimental plant¬ 
ings at Robinson Substation re¬ 
veal, chrysanthemums come in 
great variations of shape, size, 
color, and texture. They are 
flowers that love the sun and 
do best when planted in the 
sun. No homestead should be 
without a bed or two of late- 
blooming chrysanthemums. They 
help brighten the gray days of 
autumn long after a wild 
blooming cousin, the Farewell 
Summer, has faded from the 
landscape.
